LARGER GRANTS 
FOR EDUCATIONAL 
PURPOSES WANTED 


How Much Additional Can Be Spared 
Will Be Question to Be Settled 
Shortly. 


Edmonton, Alta., December 21.— 
How much money the province of Al- 
berta can a@llow for educational — pur- 
poses is likely to be one of the ques- 
tions coming up at the naxt iagislat- 
ure. Larger grants from the provin- 
cial treasury are desired by the cities, 
and there is also a demand for  in- 
creased schooling facilities in the 
country parts. 

That there will be some _ increase 
over the last estimates is- taken for 
eranted, but it is thought to be 
hardly likely that it will be a3 large 
an increase as_ the school »ourds 
throughout the province would wish. 
The government is not likely to 
have the money. 

In the ordinary course, an advance 
of about $100,000 over the preceding 
year’s estimates would be made, and 
the question now is whether any ex- 
cess over this annual raise can be 
made for 1921. 

SCHOOL GRANTS 

Inquiry at the department of edu- 
cation offices brings out the fact that 
the Alberta educational officials are 
not at all excited about the move- 
ment to increase school grants in 
Saskatchewan. That provinre is 
claiming now to be in advance of all 
the provinces in Canada, by reason 
of its generous support of elementary 


education. Five-room schools in 
Saskatchewan will be able in future 
to earn $2,335 per year in grants, 


which is understood to be some $800 
in excess of the Alberta figures. The 
one and two-room school grants in 
this province still compare more 
than favorably, however, with those 
in the sister provinces. It is pointed 
out that Saskatchewan is able to 
make these larger grants for educa- 
tional purposes because it has a sup- 
plementary revenue tax for the use 
of schools, while Alberta derives its 
entire government aid from the gener- 
al revenue without any special tax. 
MONEY EXPENDED 

The 1920 appropriation for school 
grants in Alberta was $945,000, and it 
is stated that this entire amount will 


university, Normal schools and tech- 
nical education and other purposes, 
the total school estimates for the cur- 
rent year were $1,825,000. 

Some additional revenue’ will be 
coming in from now on in the way ‘of 
interest on the proceeds of the re- 
cent sales of school lands.

prices for birds to fill orders. Fowl 
and chickens also temporarily higher 
at llc. to 14c. on fowl and 12c. to 16c. 
on chickens. Turkeys are again 
quoted worth 380c and 31c, with pos- 
sibilities of a premium and dressed 
at 35c to 40c. Dairy butter slow ex- 
cept on fancy and\good table stock, 
with the latter worth up to 45c, and 
straight receipts 30c to 338c. There is 
profitable market for creamery but- 
ter, and though prices are unchanged 
market is dull. Cream holds unchang- 
ed, with a lot of frozen cream coming 
in. Eggs scarce, and jobbers vaying 
$24.00 for fresh eggs and selling stor- 
age at $20.50, selects. Potatoes dull 
and prices unchanged, with no move- 
men from country. Carrots and cab- 
bages easier, with market dealers 
paving $2.00 per cwt. 

Late shipments of poultry glutted 
the Edmonton market, and prices are 
uncertain and lower this week, vith 
fowl 11c, chickens 15c, turkeys 25c, 
geese 18c, ducks 20c. Storage irgs at 
Edmonton are being cleaned up vapid- 
ly; fresh quoted $22.50 to $24.00.
